Starting Sunday, the Idaho Legis- 
lature will attempt to get better con- 
trol over the performance of the 
state public school system. A new 
“school report card" starts, although 
it won’t be until 1991 that the sys- 
tem isused. 

The Legisbture also de cr eed that 
starting Sunday, children must be 
immunized if they are to be ciuollcd 
at a day-care center. And people 
who owe child support payments 
also nay be in for a surprise. New 
state bws allow oflicials to intercept 
state lax,, refunds, or lottery win- 
nings, for unpaid support. 

^^jor political decisions by the 
Legisbture also go into effect 

Idaho’s “trigger bw," imposing 
tough prison terms on women and 
doctors involved with abortions, 
goes off the books. It hasn't been 
enforced, pending a change in the 
1973 U.S. Supreme Court decision 
that sanctioned many abortions. 

The Legislature also gains much 
control over agency rules and regu- 
btions. After a long battle with tbe 
executive branch, the Legisbture 
won an Idaho Supreme' Court deci- 
sion this year. 

From now on, agency rules and 
regubtions must be approved by' tbe 
Le^bture or they expire on JtUy 1 . 


In the past, it took an nffitnig^dvc ac- 
tion by the Lcgislanistfl^o'changc an 
agen^ rule, and such action was 
; subject to veto by the governor. 

Government ofTicials, including 
slate legislators, for the first time 
have to rq»rt potential conflicts of 
interest. New legislation requires 
public servcpits to disclose when 
they have a persoruU interest in pub- 
lic business. 

Other legislation toughens exist- 
ing laws on corrupt government 
practices, bribery and corruption. 

But bte in the 1990 session, the 
Legislature amended the corrupt 
practices legislation to moke viola- 
tions misd^eonors instead of 
felonies.

"The president should be ashamed for ve- 
toing this bill and making a mockery of the 
term; 'family values,’'' said House Majority 
Leader Richard Gephardt, D-Mo. 

Bush vetoed the bill shortly oflcr finishing 
a televised news conference in which he did 
not discuss the issue. He released a written 
statement just before leaving for a vucalion. 
saying he-opposed establishing family leave 
as a federal requirement. 

"I strongly object ... to the fedcnil govern- 
ment mandating leave policies for America’s 
employers and work force,” Bush said. "Wo 
must ensure that federal policies do not stifle 
the creation of new job.s, nor result in the 
elimination ofexistingjobs.” 


Backefs of the bill said-they would attempt 
to override Bush’s veto but acknowledged 
their chances were not great. Congress has 
failed to override any of Bush's 12 previous 
vetoes.

Bush defends new tax stance, says 
economy not what he expected 


; WASHINGTON (AP) — President Bush .said Friday he 
iknew he would be .skewered for flip-flopping on lux increases 
!but declared, in u comparison to Abruham Lincoln, “I’m Ihink- 
|ing anew” for Ihe good of the country. 

; Bush said he had changed course on the pulilicnlty explosive 
;i.ssue to break a deadlock in deficit-reduction talks w.itli the 
;Democrjtic-conirolled Congress. 

i "Look, I knew I'd catch some flak on this decision," said 
Bush, who has been harshly criticized by many Rcpublicaas 
for abandoning the “rcad-niy-lips, no-new-taxes” slogan that 
helped him win tlic presidency. 

■ "Tve got to do what 1 think i.s right and then I'll nsk the peo- 
ple for support." Bush said. 

Justifying his change, the president said the economy was 
slower and the 'deficit now was worse than "any of us visual- 
ized" when he made hi.s pledge two years ugo. 

However, the Congressional Budget Office c.stimated in 
March 1988 that tht fiscal -199 l-dcficitiTOuld-bc S159 billion 
- close to what the adminislnilion now says is the case. 

Bush made his comments at a i.ews conference before de- 
parting for a long holiday weekend at Kcnnebimkport, Maine,, 
and trips lu London and Houston for (wo summit meetings 
with Western allies. 

His la.st piece of business was to veto landmark legislation 
guaranteeing workers up to 12 weeks of annual, unpaid leave 
for childbirth, adoption or family illness. 

"I strongly object ... to the federal government mandating 
leave policic.s for America's employers and work force,” Bush 
said.

Fuel leaks ground shuttle fleet 


WASHINGTON (AP) — NASA is 
grounding its three space shuttles un- 
til engineers can tlnd and fix a hydro- 
gen leak that has now been delected 
in two of the winged .spacecnilt. the 
agency announced Friday. 

Engineers conducting a test load- 
ing of hydrogen rocket fuel into the 
propellant tank of space shuttle At- 
lantis found the second leak early 
' Friday morning. A.similar leak found 
on Columbia Iasi monih forced post- 
poncmcni of ils asiroiiomy mission. 

NASA spaccllighi chief Bill 
Lenoir said Allanlis, whicii Itad been 
scheduled for launch in mid-July, 
now will be rolled back to the hangar 
so engineers can remove ils fuel lank 
and try to locate tiic leak-.- 

Coiiimbia's leak also was found 
while it was on the launch pad, just 
six hours before its sciteduled May 
30 liftoff. It. too. was rolled back to 
the iiangar, 

Lenoir said the agency Itad no 
choice but to keep the space shuttle 
fleet on the ground until the problem 
is fixed. 


"We can't fly until we cun get hy- 
drogen into liie lank and we’re not 
going to pul hydrogen in the tank un- 
til we can do il safely and we’ve got 
a problem getting over that hump 
riglil now," Lenoir said in a news 
conference at the Kennedy Space 
Center in Florida. • . 

Lenoir said lie "would hesilute to 
use the word grounded” in reference 
to the shuttle fleet, but he added: 
“Tliere'.s no question lh:it we won't 
fly until we understand it (the leak), 
have it fixed, have tested il. verified 
it and we’re ready." ^ 

The NASA e.xcciitivc said that the 
leak problem could be resolved in 
two weeks, but that it could take 
longer if engineers determine a new 
design is needed for what is called 
the "umbiltcar’ of liie space shuttle. 
This is an ;isscmbly of pipes and 
valves that directs the flow of propel- 
lants into the lank from a ground sup- 
ply and, at launch, from the tank to 
the shuttle engines. 

NASA launciied sp:ice siiulllc mis- 
sions in February and April and was 


planning for six more this year. At- 
lantis’ mid-July mission was to be a 
secret military flight. Columbia’s 
mission in May was to be a 10-day 
flight with a cargo of astronomical 
instruments. 

'rfial mission was postponed until 
August. Other (lights hud been set for 
August. October, November and De- 
cember. 

But the hydrogen leak problem al- 
ready w.as causing a rcshufTling of 
the schedule and some missions seem 
ecnain to slip into next year. 

Lenoir saidjhe first priority is cor- 
recting ihc Ic.ik to assure the safety 
of the space shuttles. 

"If that costs us a flight. I’m sor- 
ry." he said. 

In Florida, Lenoir said that because 
the hydrogen jeaks on Columbia and 
Allanlis occurred while the vehicles 
were being fueled on the launch pad, 
"it sccni-s likely that these are related 
and of a similar class."

Observatory still searching the skies 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — flic 
space shuttle fleet is grounded, llte 
Hubble Space Telescope is crippled. 

But how about some good news: 
the observatory still may search for 
otiicr solar .sy.stems that might har- 
bor alien life. 

"It’s entirely possible we can still 
do that,” despite a fl-aw that preVdits 
proper focusing of the telescope’s 
miirprs. said Jim Weslphal, princi- 
pal scientist in charge of research 
using llie Hubble’s main camera. 
"We should know a week from 
now.” 

"If this is true, it is both welcome 
news and an indication that science 
can progress even while tiic big 


parts of the Hubble program and, the 
space progr.im in general are down," 
said l.ouis Friedman, executive di- 
rector of The Planetary Society 
space cxplonition advocacy group. 

’flic National Aeronautics and 
Space Administnilion announced 
Friday it was grounding liie nation’s 
space shuttle fleet because a 
hydrogen leak was discovered in a 
sccomi shuttle. Two days earlier, the 
agency said, an apparent error in 
manufacturing one of the Si. 5 bil- 
lion Hubble Space'Tclcscopc's mir- 
rors led them unable to focus light 
correctly. 

Three of the telescope's five in- 
struments will be able to do 50 per- 


cent to 75 percent of their planned 
studies. But the main camera — the 
widc-ficld and planetary c.amcra — 
will be of little use until shuttle as- 
tronauts make repaid in 1993, said 
Ed Weilcr. a lop NASA .scientist. 

The faint-object camera will be able 
to conduct about half its planned re- 
-scarcli. he said Thursday. 

Wcstphal .said later, however, that 
the wide-lldd camera still may be 
able to carry out plans to study six to 
eight nearby stars for several years 
to see if liicy wobble — a sign they 
are being tugged by gravity from or- 
biting planets.

This raised the official number 
of U.S. victims to 133.889 since re- 
porting began m 198irBrazll-was‘ 
the second-worst afTcctcd country in 
the Americas, with 1 1,070 coses re- 
ported. WHO said. 

Worldwide, Uganda has the sec- 
ond-highest AIDS toll behind the 
United Stoics. By the end of lost 
year it reported 12,444 AIDS vic- 
tims, followed by neighboring Zaire 
with 1 1,732. 

At the end of May, .the global total 
of registered AIDS coses stood at 
263,051.

"This tragedy has probably brought out the absolute best out of 
this community," Kctchum writer and atlorocy Sandy McMath said. 
"For someone with such humble circumstances lo command such an 
outpouring is nothing short of phenomenal. I’ve never seen it be- 
fore." . . j . 

McMath was one of the somewhat festive mourners who tniacd 
stories about Jerrold "Shenandoah" Wright, 46. of Kctchum at a 
wake in Atkinson Park Friday night. 

Wriglit wns shot and killed on a Kctchum street June 22 by a gun- 
man in a car. Mitchcl John Odiaga. 35. of Boise, was oricsted June 
23 and has been charged with two counts of first-degree murder, one 
count of aggravated assault and one count of attempted murder 

Bruce Schafer of Burley was shot and killed at another site in 
Kctchum. 

More than 500 people attended WriglR’s funeral at Our Lady of 
the Snows Catholic Church in Kctchum. Wright was later buried in 
the Kctchum Cemetery. 

All funeral and grave expenses were donated. Transportation and 
lodging for two of Wright’.s sisters and one brother were also donat- 
ed, Rev, Jame.s Wilson said. 

Dave Brunsvold, who collected donations for a headstone and 
memorial for Wright, said rc.sidents had dropped more than S6.900 
into one of Wriglil’s old hats in J3runsyold!s_shqe .shop over the past 
week. The hat was filling up again Friday night. 

"1 never had any idea that this much money would be donated.” he 
said. 

People also dropped suggestions for a gravestone epitaph and a 
memorial into another hat at the wake. 

Pcic Owen of the Wood River Baptist Chapel said Shenandoah 
figured prominently in Kctchum lore. 

"When we buried Shenandoah, we buried a little bit of Kctchum 
today," he said. 

People described Wrighi as a toothless, loud, b-fool. 4-inoh. pot- 
bellied and bearded man who loved to give fixed-up toys to children 
spontaneously. * 

He scraped out a meager existence by shoveling snow, gardening, 
doing odd construction jobs and selling golf balls he retrieved near 
the area’s half dozen golf courses, Brunsvold said. 

“He had his own program in how he related to the rest of the 
world." said Bellevue resident Jim Hanlcn. "But his program was a 
real helpful program. He harmed nothing and helped when he 
could.’’.

Eleven citizens .spoke out against the 
livestock ordinance. 

In addition^ a written statement in oppo- 
sition to the propo.scd ordinance was pre- 
sented to the seven-member zoning com- 
mission and the 50-member audience by 
Robert E. Williom.s III. an attorney repre- 
senting 27 individuals and businesses. 

The statement prolesicd forcing “existing 
lawful opcralion.s" to comply with the new 
ordinance. Other agencies provide adequate 
policing and supervision regarding expan- 
sion of existing operations, the statement 
said. 

It also a.skcd why the zoning commission 
focussed primarily on dairy expansion and 


not on residential expansion and “the un- 
controlled growth of single-family 
dwellings in agricultural areas,"

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Wendell officials bicker over fire cWef’s reprimand, other items

WENDELL - The fire chief has 
not turned in reports or notified the 
city before leaving town, a letter of 
reprimand from the mayor claims. • 

' . But other City Council members 
disagree with the letter arid say it 
should be removed from Fire Chief 
Keith Hosack’s personnel file. 

The controversy surfaced at the 
Wendell City Council meeting 
Thursday, though Benson urged the 
council not to make the issue public 
at-thc time. 

‘The mayor said UtuLHosack has 
not turned in proper rc*poris and has 
not given proper notification when 
leaving Wendell. 

"There’s'becn a lack of communi- 
cation and cooperation between the 
lire chief and the city," Mayor 
(ieorge Benson said, “and we're 
working to correct that."

“People arc making a big thing 
out of nothing." Benson said.-He 
asked the council not to “stir up" the 
matter. 

“You’re stirring it up yourself,” 
Councilman Dale Bunn replied. 'Hie 
problems can be worked out, he 
said, “and it doesn’t have to be 
hush-hush to do it.” 

Hosack was out of town on Thurs- 
day and Friday and could not be

At the council meeting Thursday, 
Councilman Ron Finley made a mo- 
tipn to remove that letter from Ho- 
sack’s file. Bunn seconded the mo- 
tion. 

But Benson said the letter is not 
comin^out of the file and he refused 
to let the council vote. 

“Any motion that comes on this 
floor will go through the (mayor’s) 
chair,” he said. 

But council members Bunn, 'Fin- 
ley and Lorry Osborn all disagreed 
with the mayor. After checking a 
code book that stated council mem- 
bers do have a right to moke a mo- 
tion, they passed Finley’s motion. 
Osborn voted “no.” Council member 
Pat Goedhart was not present. • ' 

Bunn said that Benson's proce- 
dure of calling for *0 motion was 
only a formality, and that the coun- 


lo deeide if a motion will be made. 

•'You don’t have any say-so,” 
Bunn told Benson. 

Benson tried to veto the motion, 
but, according to code, the mayor 
can only veto an ordinance, not a 
motion, so the motion finally was 
passed with a vote of two to one. 

'' Benson said a lawyer told him that 
a mayor has control over an employ- 
ee’s personnel file and has the right 
to put anything in that file. There- 
fore, Benson said, the decision to re- 
move the letter from Hosack’s file is 
not final. 

Benson later declined to give a 
copy of the reprimand letter to The 
Times News, saying it is not a public 
document. Osborn agreed and said 
personnel files are private informa- 
tion. 

- In response to Benson’s letter of 
reprimand, Wendell Rural Fire Dis- 
trict Board of Commissioners issued 


ing that they “unanimously reject the 
circumstances and the authority" of 
Benson’s letter. 

“Beyond the fact that the mayor 
has no authority to give the fire chief 
a letter of reprimand, we believe that 
there was mo wrongful act commit- 
ted,” the fire commissioners wrote in

for several weeks, he said. Most pa- 
tients can be treated at the regional 
cancer center on on outpatient basis 
rather than going to Boise or Salt 
Lake, Gamboa said. 

Radiation therapist Tom Arbuckic 
is the craftsrrian responsible for the 
tool shop, which is kept almost as 
clean as an operating room. His job 
fils into a complicated treatment 
process.. Ihat-gocs something like 
this: 

• The location, size and density of 
the tumor to be treated ore exam- 
ined. either through X-rnys, comput- 
erized tomography scans or a mag- 
netic resonwee imaging device. 

• Gamboa examines the scans and 
marks ofT the area to be treated, be- 
fore sending the marked scons to Ar- 
buckic. 

• Arbuckic makes a plastic foam 
cut-out of the area to be treated. 

• A molten lead alloy called ccr- 
robend is poured into the foam 
molds and allowed to harden. 

• The cerrobend blocks, which 
ore different for each patient, are 
mounted on a plastic plate, which is 
inserted in the accelerator. 

• The center’s linear accelerator 
fires a square or rectangular stream 
of high-energy particles - cither 
photons or electrons - toward the tu-

mor, but the blocks shape the beam 
so only the cancerous area is bom- 
barded, saving the normal tissue. 

"This is the best equipment on the 
maricct,” dosimetrist Sieve Miller 
told a group of tour-takers. “This is 
the fourth installation I've done, and 
it is the first time I’ve ever seen it 
done correctly.” 

One of Miller's jobs is coordinat- 
ing the computer analyses of tumors

The first is a treatment simulator

cerous cells. The radiation damages 
the cells’ DNA, preventing them 
from rcp^ucing, Gamboa said.

Protest letter claims Vatican 
is muzzling church dissent

Theologians and other rdidous and' lay Catholics 
issued on "open letter” Thursouy criticizing the Vati- 
can for having warned theologians not ta dissent in 
public from ofTicial church teachings. 

The letter, adopted at a Chicago conference on so- 
cial justice concerns, charged that a just-released Vat- 
ican statement is an attempt to "suppress dissent” ami 
“monopolize the Holy Spirit for the hierarchy.” 

The protest is directed at- n-7, 500-word "instruc- 
tion” for theologians and bishops that was draflcd by 
die Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faidi and announced Tuesday by its chairman. Cardi- 
nal Joseph Ratzingcr, aOcr having been approved by 
Pope John I’aul ll. 

The Vatican statement declared that dissident the- 
ologians’ public criticism of official teachings had 
— done-^^erioua-hiinn^d-the-chtirch, which. iLpointed. 
out, is not a democratic institution: "Standards of 
conduct appropriate to civil society or to the work- 
ings of a democracy cannot be purely and simply ap- 
plied to the church.” 

Tlic open letter drafted by CaUiolic representatives 
from die United States, Canada and South America 
shows the anger aroused by the Vatican statement, 
but it also reflects fear of reprisal against dissenters. 
After the letter was approved by a voice vote of II 4 


conference representatives, with no negative voles 
but c^t abstentions, the group decided to issue it 
with no individual signatures. 

Copies will be sent to Ratzingcr and the National. 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, to which all U.S. 
bishops belong, said die Rev. Michael Crosby, a Cali- 
fornia theologian. 

Crosby confirmed that many who suppwicd the let- 
ter feared reprisals if they identified themselves, and 
he acknowledged that their views do not necessarily 
represent the social justice organizations they repre-. 
sent. But he added: "Not to respond would indicate 
some sort of compliance by our silence.” 

Tlic open letter, rend hv Sister Jean Hughe s of th e 
Eighth Day Center for Justice, a Chicago group spon- 
soring the conference, said the Vaticon’s instruction 
"creates confusion and undermines the crcdibiliQr of 
the church’s.work for justice. 

•The •jnstmc linn* reflec ts an ecclcsioldgy that fc- 
siricts effective authority in the church to the pope, 
Roman Curia and the hierarchy to the apparent exclu- 
sion of the local churches and the People of God.” 
Hughes said. 

Jean BIcwctt, director of EurthConununity. a 
Catholic center in Laurel, Md., said the Vatican state- 
ment "heightens the impression that (in the view of 
the top hierarchy) lay people have nothing to con- 
tribute.tojhc church.’! ' !.

Part of Samson’s letter to Delilah 
reported among Dead Sea Scrolls 


JERUSALEM (AP) — A scholar 
says that a portion of a letter from 
the biblical strongman Samson, pos- 
sibly a love note to the temptress - 
Delilah, had been found among the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. 

John Strugncll, head of a 22-mcm- 
ber team of scholars with exclusive 
occ.css.Jo., most of.the.unpublishcd_, 
scrolls, said he recently stumbled on 
a fragment containing nine , words 
and three lines of the letter. 

"it has to be a copy of a letter sent 
by Samson ... (but was it) to 
Delilah? Unfortunately, wc ' don’t 
know,” he said, adding he had deci- 
phered little obout what Samson 
wrote at this point but would publish 
more details soon. 

I Strugncll, the world's leading ex- 
pert on the Dead Sea Scrolls, said it 
Was clear from the first few words of 
' the letter, what he called the "ad- 
tlrcss," that 4t was without question' 
from Samson.

14-ihch lift

The elevator only lifts its passengers

Senator: Don’t readjust census 


REXBURG (AP) — An Idaho 
state senator told a U.S. Department 
of Commerce advisory panel it 
should resist efforts to change 1990 
census figures os called for by the 
city of New York. 

Sen. Mark Ricks. R-Rcxburg, told 
the panel meeting in Baltimore thoi 
adjustments could cause confusion, 
disrupt 'the legislative rcdistricting 
process in states and cause “much 
more disinterest in the process." 

TTic eight-member advisory panel 
was hearing testimony Thursday on 
the feasibility of adjusting the 1990 
census results. 

It is expected to make rccoihmcn- 
dntions to Commerce Secretary 
Robert Mosbachcr next year. 

The committee was appointed in 
response to a lawsuit..filcd by New 
York City, claiming many people 
^ being missed in the census 
counting. 


“They want more dollars. That’s 
the bottom line,” said Ricks, a mem- 
ber of the Reapportionment Task 
Force of the Nationol Conference of 
State Legislatures. 

He said a favorable adjustment in 
•he census for New York City and 
urge states could hurl rural states in 
terms of federal dollars. Other prob- 
lems for Idaho could occur if it de- 
cides on reapportionment, and the 
census figures are later changed, he 
said. 

“If they adjust one state, then they 
would adjust (he whole notion,’’ 
-Ricks said. "I don’t think they will 
adjust only one state.’’ 

Commerce - Department 

spokesman Tom DeCair said he 
could not spcculateron the cfTccls of 
a ccnsu.s adjustment until the final 
figures have been submitted, but that 
the goal would be the most accurate 
figures possible, 


"There's evidence of some degree 
of undcrcount. but no one has come 
up with a way of odjusting without 
creating more havoc," DeCair said. 

Although the panel has been hear- 
ing testimony for some time, he said 
recommendations ore unlikely be- 
fore the middle of next year.

During his testimony. Ricks gave 
several reasons for opposing an od- 
ju.Mmcni of census figures, including 
fears that “adjustment or synthetic 
population statistics 'could be con- 
sidered uncoastitulional and subject 
to challenge. 

“Even if an undcrcount should ex- 
ist, the technology for producing od- 
jusied data that' would be more accu- 
rate than the actual count has not 
been proven.” he said.

New legislation would add 13 sites 
to historic Nez Perce Historical Park 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Thirteen 
sites in Idaho, Oregon, Washington 
and Montana would be added to the 
3S-year-old Nez Perce Notional His- 
torical Park under legislation intro- 
duced by Sen. James McClure. 

The Idaho Republican said the 
sites mark milestones in the history 
of the Nez Perce Tribe, which has its 
' reservotion in west-central Idaho. 

“It is a fitting tribute to the memo- 
ly of Chief Joseph, and it is in the 
spirit of the centennial celebrations 
of a number of Northwest states, that 
my colleagues and 1 introduce this 
legislation," McClure said in a news 
release Thursday. 

His bill was referred to the Senate 
Energy and Natural Resources Com- 
mittee for consideration. An identi- 
cal bill was introduced in (he House 
by Rep. Lorry Craig, R-Idaho. 


' The Nez Perce National historical 
Park was authorized by Congress in 
I96S to protect and interpret sites in 
“the Nez Perce country of Idaho that 
have exceptional value in commem- 
orating the history of the Nation." 

But McClure said mony sites of 
historical significance are located in 
Washington, Oregon and Montana. 

"Such boilers did not exist during 
the summer and winter of 1877, 
when Chief Joseph led his bond of 
Nez Perce on a forced march ocross 
more than a thousand mites of un- 
forgiving wilderness," the senator 
said. I - 

McClure's bill broadens the origi- 
nal act to allow sites in states other 
than Idaho to be included in the no- 
tional historical park, which iS' based 
in Spalding. Idaho. 

Five of the 13 additional sites pro- 


posed are wholly or partially in Ido- 
ho. 

They include Tolo Lake, Looking 
Glass’ t877'campsitc, Buffalo Eddy, 
Doug Bar and the Comas Meadows 
Battle Site near Island Park Reser- 
voir in eastern Idaho. 

Oregon sites included in the bill 
are Joseph Canyon Viewpoint, Old 
Chief Joseph’s Qravesitc and Ceme- 
tery and the Traditional Compsitc at 
the Fork of the Lostine and Wallowa 
rivers. Sites in Washington arc the 
Bureau Site of Chief Joseph the 
Younger and the Nez Perec Camp- 
sites. while Montana sites include 
the Big Hole National Battlefield. 
Bear's Paw .Bottleground and 
Canyon Creek. 

The bill olso provides for the in- 
clusion of appropriate historical sites 
in Oklahoma and Wyoming. 


FMC seeking 
decision review 
in hiring case 


POCATELLO (AP) — FMC 
Corp. officials will seek a rehearing 
from the U.S. 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals, which recently upheld 
Shoshonc-Bonnock tribal authority < 
over the phosphate company's hir- 
ing practices. 

"We have some concerns about 
the case that we don't think were ap- 
propriately handled in the circuit 
court," FMC Plant Manager Tom 
Bemasek said. 

"I'm disoppoinlcd, but 1 expected 
it." said Pat Wadsworth, director of 
the Shoshonc-Bonnock Tribal Em- 
ployment _ Rights ' Onicc (TERO). 
“It's protocol, but I’ln disappointed 
because I hoped it would be re- 
solved and out of our hair." 

In the lotcsi chapter in the long 
dispute, the federal appeals court on 
June 18 sided with the tribes in re- 
versing a 1988 U.S. District Court 
decision. In 1988. Judge Marion 
Callister ruled that FMC. locotcd on 
privote lond within the boundaries of 
the Fort Hall Indian Reservation, 
wos not bound by tribal employment 
rules. The three-judge federul ap- 
peals ponel held that the tribes could 
regulate employment practices, 
since the plant uses minerals from 
tribal land under leases.

Two National no-hitlers were thrown on 
Oct. 15, 1892, by Charles Jones of the 
Cincinnati Reds against Pittsburgh and 
John Stivetts of the Boston Braves in five 
innings against Washington. 

On May 2, 1917, James Vaughn of the 
Chicago Cubs and-Fred Toney of the Reds 
pitched an unprecedented double no-hittcr 
through nine innings.

Dent checked in with a 68, before Harold 
Henning posted a 67, and before Gary 
Player ripped off birdies on his first seven 
holes in a record-breaking round of 65. 

So things looked a little different at the 
end of the day. Dent, trailing only Trevino 
on the Senior tour money list, was second 
at 136. Henning was 'in third place ut 138. 
And Player, lied for 58ih going in, was 
now within striking distance at 140.

Mattingly struggles for a return to power

NEW YORK — Gelling lost is easy. One 
wrong lum is all it takes. That leads to another 
%vTong turn, which lead.s to anpthcr, and soon 
you arc in a place you've never been before. 
That is what has happened to Don Mattingly, 
who finds himself almost halfway through the 
season in the strangest of places for him: a .262 
batting average with no hint of power. 

Don Baylor, the Milwaukee hitting eoach 
who used to hit behind him, considered the 
land.scape around Mattingly and decided, “He’s 
never been here before." 

Baylor thinks so much of Mattingly that he 
shows videotapes of Mattingly's swing to his 
players, a visual “How To" of hitting, But the 
tapes arc from 1984. 1985 and 1986. Baylor 
said that .the swing Mattingly u.scs now bears 
little resemblance to tlie one that produced 89 
home runs, 368 runs batted in, 656 hits and a 
,340 batting average in those years. 

“You can tease him with the JduII ju.st off the 
plate now," Baylor said. “Now he’s getting 
himself out. When you're struggling, the team 
is in last place, you're making the kind of mon- 
ey he is and you don't have the supporting cast 
you're used to, it's easy to pul it all on yourself 
and start swinging at balls out of the strike zone 
more and more. I've never seen him hit pop-ups 
to shortstop like he does now.” 

Baylor noted that Mottingly is dropping his 
hands, rather than bringing them directly 
through the hitting^ zone, and flattening his 
swing. 

''He's pushing the bull instead of driving if," 
Baylor .said, “In ‘84 he was .so good with taking 
that pilch away and driving it down the line and 
taking the pilch in and pulling it down the other 
line. Now he’.s ju.st pushing it. He just doesn’t, 
go long periods like this flying out weakly, 
weakly, weakly — especially in this park." 

Baylor said that he pa.s.scd along his advice to 
Mattingly, but only aflcr Mattingly approached

him this week and asked for help. 

Mattingly has not hit a home run in 146 ut- 
bal,s since he hit his fifili on May 20. He ho-s 
just 12 doubles. Since April 20 — all but the 
first eight games of the season — he is hitting 
■’.2 1 1 . Mattingly has reacted testily when ques- 
tioned about his hitting. 

"I’m done listening to anyone and talking it> 
anyone," he said. “Tlic doorman, the 
ground.skccpcrs, everybody wants to tell me 
why I'm not hitting. I'm not listening anymore. 


I don't want to hear it. I've got a good attitude 
now; ... everyone." . . 

But Mattingly Is encounigerd by the past two 
games, in which he is 4-for-9. I.Ic may be find- 
ing his way.hack to more fiiiniliar territory. 

“1 can feel it,'" he said. "I'm not even nervous 
anymore. If I don’t have a hit in my third or 
Tp^rth at-bat, I still feel good. I've gone buck to 
'Ming mysclE" . ,• 

How did Mattingly get here? These are the 
most-oficn-mentioned wrong turns: 

— His back. Mattingly was a career .330 hit- 
ter- when he left n game June 1987. with u 
di.se injury. Since then, he hu.s hit 20 points low- 
er than that, lie doesn't spring from as deep a 
crouch iLs he used to nor docs he generate the 
same torque. 

One National League c.xccutivc said that if 
Mattingly had opted for free agency after this 
season rather than signing his five-year, SI 9.3 
million contract, he would have no interest in 
signing him. 

“Nope." the cxcctitivc said. 'Ttl be too con- 
cerned about his back. Here's a guy that's been 
on u downward trend and has a back problem. 
It's U«> risky. I can't believe that they gave him 
five years. Me might not even be playing five 
years from now. Three yctirs. maybe. But five 
years? I catri understand that.” 

Said Mattingly. “My back is fine. I've had no 
problems with my l«ck all year."

NEW YORK ( AP) — A judge de- 
ferred sentencing for at least a year 
after a teen-ager pleaded guilty to 
slashing actress Viveea Lindfors and 
another victim in January. 

Peter Bedford's guilty pica Thurs- 
day to one count of flrst-dcgree as- 
sault would ordinarily mean a 
mandatory prison term of up to 15 
years, said Gerald McKelvey. a 
spokesman for the Manhattan dis- 
trict attorney. 

But acting Justice Renee White 
promised the 18-ycor-old Brooklyn 
man that if he met conditions set by 
the court during the year, he would 
be allowed to plead guilty to second- 
degree assault. That cho^e does not 
mandate prison time. 


Bedford was accused of slashing 
Lindfors across her left ear and 
cheek as she was walking with 
friends.' The actress also sufTer^ 
scrapes and bmises after she was 
knoued down. 

Minutes earlier, McKelvey said, 
Bedford had encountered Dctiais 
Beale and slashed him from the right 
car down to the chin. 

Police arrested Bedford seven 
days later after receiving on anony- 
mous tip. 

The judge’s conditions include 
Bedford getting psychiatric treat- 
ment, remaining employed or in 
school, and not committing any 
crimes.

Today’s hand presents a deten* 
sive problem for East. Put yoursclt 
in the East chair and see If you can 
triumph at your moment of 
decision. 

South captures E^t's heart 
queen with his king, leads a club to 
dummy's 10 and returns the dia- 
mond eight. What do you play? 

If you play low, hoping for either 
a losing finesse or the promotion of 
your diamond 10, your opportunity 
is gone. South wins the diamond 
queen and cashes six more winners 
on the run, leaving you with four 
tricks and a minus score. 

OK, so East runs up with the dia- 
mond jcc, But how should he know 
to follow this with the spade ace and 
a low spade? Isn't this a bit doublc- 
dummyish? 

A review of the bidding provides 
the answer. South opened one club 
and reversed to two diamonds after 
North’s onc-over-one response. 
Then he continued’'^ three no- 
trump over North's preference. 
Gcarly he has at least five clubs 
and four diamonds. West's fourth- 
best heart lead marks South with 
three hearts; ergo, he must have a 
singleton spade. 

The problem is not as difficult as 
it first appears. Alt one has to do is 
think as well as some machines can.
